W ashington, March 13.—The key­ 
note of a statem ent issu ed by Presi­ 
dent Wilson here Tu esday night, ou t­ 
lining his policy toward the Central 
and Sou thern American repu blics, ia 
that there mu st be peace in the Latin- 
American 
repu blics 
and 
that 
this 
peace mu st be maintained withou t any 
Bteps 
toward 
personal 
aggrandize­ 
m ent 
"We can have no sympathy 
with 
those who seek to seize the power of 
government to advance their ow'n per­ 
sonal interests," is probably the most 
significant sentence of the statem ent 
for therein the president show s clearly 
th a t the present adm inistration will 
not cou ntenance another H u erta u pris­ 
ing or another incipient revolt, su ch 
as led to the m u rder of President Ar- 
avjo of San Salvador, even if he has 
to u se force to prevent them. 
The president’s statem ent follows; 
"One of the chief objects of my ad­ 
m inistration will be to cu ltivate 
the 
friendship and deserve the confidence 
of ou r sister repu blics of Central and 
Sou th America, and to promote 
in 
every proper and honorable way the 
Interests w hich are common to the peo­ 
ples of the two continents. I earnest­ 
ly desire the most cordial u nderstand­ 
ing and co-operation between the peo­ 
ples and leaders 
of 
America 
and, 
therefore, deem it my du ty to make 
this brief statem ent. 
"Co-operation is possible only w'hen 
su pported at every tu rn by the orderly 
procession of ju st governm ent based 
u pon law', not u pon arbitrary or irreg­ 
u lar force. We hold, as I am su re all 
thou ghtfu l leaders of repu blican gov­ 
ernm ent everywhere hold, that ju st 
governm ent rests always u pon the con­ 
sent of the governed, and that there 
can be no freedom withou t order based 
u pon law and u pon the pu blic 
con­ 
science and approval. 
We shall look 
to make these principles the basis of 
m u tu al intercou rse, respect and help­ 
fu lness between ou r sister repu blics 
and ou rselves. 
W^e shall lend ou r in­ 
flu ence of every kind to the realization 
of these principles in fact and prac­ 
tice, knowing that disorder, personal 
intrigu e and defiance of constitu tional 
rights weaken and discredit govern­ 
ment and Inju re none so mu ch as the 
people who are u nfortu nate enou gh to 
have their common life and their com­ 
mon affairs so tainted and distu rbed. 
"We can -have no sympathy with 
those who seek to seize the power of 
government to advance their owm per­ 
sonal interests or ambition. 
We are 
the friends of peace, bu t w'e know that 
there can be no lasting or stable peace 
In su ch circu m stances. 
As friends, 
therefore, we shall prefer those who 
act in the Interest of peace and honor, 
who protect private rights and respect 
the restraint of constitu tional provi­ 
sion. 
Mu tu al respect seems to u s the 
indispensable fou ndation of friendship 
between states, as between individu ­ 
als. 
"The United States has nothing to 
seek in Central and Sou th America 
except the lasting interests of the peo­ 
ples of the two continents, the secu r­ 
ity of governments intended for the 
people and for no special grou p of in­ 
terests and the development of per­ 
sonal and trade relationships betw’een 
the two continents which s ^ u ld re­ 
dou nd to the profit and advantage of 
both and interfere with the rights and 
liberties of neither. 
"FTom these principles may be read 
so mu ch of the fu tu re policy of this 
government as it is necessary now to 
forecast: and In the spirit of these 
principles I may, I hope, be perm itted 
with as mu ch confidence as earnest­ 
ness to extend to the governments of 
all the repu blics of America the .hand 
of genu ine 
disinterested 
friendshir 
and to pledge my own honor and the 
honor of my colleagu es to every enter­ 
prise of peace and amity that a fortu ­ 
nate fu tu re may disclose.” 


W ashington, March 12.—Giving closa 
attention to the fresh distu rbances in 
the w'estern states of Mexico near the 
international line. 
Secretary of W ar 
Garrison is aw aiting advices 
before 
making any changes in th e disposi­ 
tion of the American m ilitary forces 
In th at qu arter. 
Mr. Garrison annou nced on Mon­ 
day that he had telegraphed to Gen. 
T asker H. Bliss asking if it is possi­ 
ble to withdraw' the troops a su fficient 
distance from the border so as to 
m ake 
impossible 
clashes 
between 
them and Mexican gu erillas or’ regu ­ 
lars. 
The secretary ju stified this action by 
the assertion th at the danger of Uni­ 
ted States troops becoming embroiled 
in transborder distu rbances is great so 
long as they are close to the 
border 
and that su ch embroglios might easily 
lead to seriou s trou ble. The secretary 
adds that he intends to keep enou gh 
troops near the Mexican border to en­ 
force the neu trality laws. 
He is not 
yet ready for the complete removal of 
the “army of observation," as the two 
divisions now in Galveston or on the 
border are termed.

troops and recru its of Sonora, rallying 
to the call of the state government to 
ou st all of H u erta’s federal soldiers 
from the border state, have scored 
their first victory in wresting Naco- 
zari, an im portant mining town below 
this point, from the federal garrison.

“ FIREBUG” BARES ARSON 
TRUST IN CONFESSION 


Benjamin Fink Makes Startling Dis­ 
closures involving Sixty 
Others. 


Chicago, March 12.—Almost incred- 
■ble revelations of the inside workings 
of the so-called arson tru st are said 
:o have been brou ght ou t by the con­ 
fession of Benjamin Fink, an alleged 
“traveling firebu g.” 
Fink on Monday 
u nbosomed himself to First Assist­ 
ant State’s Attorney Frank Johnston 
at Sou th Bend, Ind., where he is u n­ 
der arrest, having been convicted of 
arson. 
The confession is said to have 
implicated a nu mber of well-known 
pu blic fire insu rance adju sters, and 
Pink s admissions are regarded as the 
most im portant link in the investiga­ 
tion of the "arson tru st,” which has 
become nation-wide. 
Fink laid bare the procedu re of the 
tru st with a wealth of amazing detail. 
He told how fires had been started, 
gave names of the property owners, 
those who paid for the blazes, and 
named insu rance adju sters who were 
parties to the wholesale bu rning and 
swindling. 
The confession Is 
being 
gu arded 
with the u tm ost secrecy. 
It leaked 
ou t, however, that 
Fink 
implicated 
himself and others in a dozen fires in 
Indiana alone. Later he told of setting 
blazes in Minnesota, Indiana and Illi­ 
nois. 
Fink’s task, according to 
his 
confession, was that of traveling “fire­ 
bu g.” 
He was the man who did the 
actu al work of setting fire to places 
marked by the “tru st.” 
He told how 
cheap fu rnitu re wou ld be bou ght, an 
office fixed u p and insu rance taken 
ou t. 
Then he wou ld arrive witii his 
torch and the "tru st” make its collec­ 
tion at the expense of the insu rance 
companies. 
Fink admitted the actu al 
oxistence of an "arson tru st.”

Two other vessels were practically 
destroyed, one of them the monster 
collier Jason, which had ju st beer, 
completed for the United States navy 
The dynamite ship was the British 
steam er Alu m Chine, which was off 
Hawkins point loading explosive for 
u se of the government in its wor’a on 
the Panama canal. Eleven men, mem­ 
bers of the crew or stevedores, 
A,ere 
killed and more than a score were in­ 
ju red. 
Forty stevedores have not been ac 
cou nted for. 
If 
they 
were ou the 
steam er It is thou ght certain 
that 
they perished. 
Many of those who escaped death 
owe their lives to the fact that they 
were blown into the waters of the bay. 
After the tremendou s detonation—it 
Is estimated that there were 340 » ons 
of dynamite on board the Alu m Chine 
—nothing cou ld be seen of the steam ­ 
er. 
Her u pper works had been blown 
to splinters and her hu ll had su nk. 
The su rvivors 
were 
picked u p by 
lau nches and tu gs. 
Six of the crew of the tu g Atlantic, 
lying alongside the Alu m Chine, were 
killed and the tu g was destroyed. 
The force of the explosion swept 
away the u pper works of the Jason, 
killing three men Jind inju ring 29 oth 
ers, ten of whom are expected to die. 
The explosion was rem arkable for 
the great distance the shock was felt. 
In many towns the trem or was so dis­ 
tinct as to cau se people to believe, an 
earthqu ake had occu rred.

The failu re of the ju ry to agree was 
received with varied emotions by de­ 
fense and prosecu tion. Darrow himself, 
nervou s u nder the strain of 
waiting 
thirty-eight and a half hou rs for the 
ju T3|jt to report, seemed to regard the 
disagreement as a relief. 
The second trial occu pied 48 days— 
a little more than half the time con­ 
su med by the first, which ended in an 
acqu ittal after the ju rors had 
delib­ 
erated 33 m inu tes., 
In both cases the allegations were 
su bstantially the same, except that In 
the one George N. Lockwood, a pros­ 
pective ju ror, was 
alleged 
to 
have 
been bribed, and In the second Robert 
Bain, a sworn ju ror in the McNamafa 
case, was the recipient of money paid 
by Bert H, Franklin, who in his con­ 
fession alleged he was acting u nder 
direction of Darrow. 
The ju ry in the trial took 12 ballots, 
Harrow’s best showing in them being 
6 to 6.

The work 
done 
in 
p rep aration for this Issue is said to 
hav e cost the railroads ap p roximately 
1500,000. 
Most Important Phases. 
“Of the many p hases of the deci­ 
sion the first in im p ortance are the 
rules and regulations. 
The carriers 
p rop osed many changes. 
These' are 
ap p licable to ev ery city, town and 
ham let west of the Missisip p l riv er. 
The state commissions made objec­ 
tions to fourteen of these rules, and 
changes were made or ordered in 
twelv e of them. 
“A concrete illustration 
of 
these 
concerns 
the 
dunnagj^ 
allowance. 
Prior to the issuance of No. 51, the 
carriers p erm itted the ship p ers to use 
lum ber and boards to p rop up machin­ 
ery in a car, the railroads hauling 500 
p ounds of such lum ber free of charge.

Iowa Leads the Fight. 
Iowa’s commission was by no means 
alone in the good work , but it took 
the initiativ e in the case and assumed 
the chief p art of the burden of p re­ 
p aring and trying it. Sixteen w’estern 
state railroad commissions united In 
the fight, and Mr. Thorne was the 
chairm an of the committee rep resent­ 
ing them. 
He giv es much credit to 
Benjam in L. Jacobson, who had gen­ 
eral charge of gathering the ev idence 
and p rep aring the sp ecific cases for 
trial, and to A. D. Beals, Iowa's 
exp ert. 
Mr. Thorne today had this to say of 
the big case and its outcome: 
“One day during the summer of 1911 
I was seated in a hot|l p arlor in Mil­ 
wauk ee. In one end of the room there 
w ere sixteen men in their shirtsleev es, 
talk ing and listening occasionally to 
a p erson standing in the center of the 
room; two or three minutes were al­ 
lowed to the gentleman talk ing; he 
took his seat and another p erson told 
a short story; and so on, during the 
course of the whole day. 
Powerful Group of Men. 
“This small group of men exercised 
more p ower than any other similar 
group , p erhap s, in the United States. 
Some nine hundred railroads, large 
mnd small, interested In traffic be­ 
tween the Missisip p l riv er and the Pa­ 
cific coast, hav e organized what they 
call a western classification commit­ 
tee of about 
eighty-fiv e 
members. 
These eighty-fiv e men hav e selected a 
« ub-committee of sixteen men. 
This 
eub-committee, w’hich is dominated by 
one or two indiv iduals, determines the 
freight ratings on ov er 7,000 articles, 
on which 35,000,000 p eop le hav e to 
p ay 
traffic 
between 
about 
20,000 
towns, located between the Mississip ­ 
p i riv er and the Pacific coast 
This 
is one of the three im p ortant classifi­ 
cation committees In 
America, 
the 
other two being the official, cov ering 
the northeastern p ortion of the Unit­ 
ed States, and the Southern. 
“For the first time In the history of 
Am erican railroads an entire classifl- 


fuse to tak e green hides for ship ment. 
We p ointed out that they could he 
stored or handled in liv e stock cars, 
and not contam inate other commodi­ 
ties. and claimed that 
the 
carriers 
should he comp elled to accep t the 
same for trar ip ortatlon. Our p osition 
was sustaintJ by the commission. 
Minimum Rate Ruling. 
“Sev eral 
hundred adv ances w’ere 
p rop osed by the railroads In minimum 
weights. 
They announced their p ol­ 
icy to be the establishm ent of mini­ 
mums up on the p hysical cap acity of 
the cars, refusing to tak e into consid­ 
eration 
the 
commercial 
conditions 
surrounding the transp ortation. 
Carload Mixtures. 
“One of the most im p ortant p arts of 
this case concerns carload mixtures. 
The carriers p rop osed the elimination 
of carload mixtures on 234 articles, 
and p rop osed changes restricting car­ 
load mixtures on more than three hun­ 
dred other articles. 
One of the most 
im p ortant changes affecting carload 
mixtures, which serv es as an illustra­ 
tion of the effect of such 
changes, 
concerns binding twine. 
Prior to the 
issuance of No. 51. the carriers p er­ 
mitted binding twine to be ship p ed 
mixed with agricultural Imp lements, 
all of which took carload rates. 
In 
No. 51, they p rop osed to ap p ly less 
than carload rates on all ship ments of 
binding twine made in this manner. 
This would hav e caused an adv ance 
of about one hundred p er cent in the 
freight rates on binding twrine, and 
more than ninety p er cent of all bind­ 
ing twine ship ments, w’e were told 
by the largest ship p ers in the coun­ 
try, would be affected by this hundred 
p er cent adv ance. 
“As indicating the p olicy 
of 
the 
carriers, thirty-two articles had crr- 
load mixtures granted to them, whKe 
ov er fiv e hundred articles were totally 
eliminated from carload mixtures, or 
the m ixtures were changed 
or 
re­ 
stricted. 
The Interstate commerce 
commission has ordered the carriers 
to p ursue diametrically the op p osite 
course. 
Instead of 
strlcting mix­ 
tures, they áre instructed to mak e 
them more liberal. 
“In addition to these changes In 
rules, the commission made sp ecific 
orders disap p rov ing adv ances on a 
long list of articles.

blank et. It may be that they will be 
demoted and the p laces which they 
hav e occup ied briefly will be giv en to 
others 
recommended 
by 
influential 
Democrats and ap p rov ed by the p res­ 
ident. 
None of the civ il serv ice p osi­ 
tions p ays more than $4,000 or $5,000 
a year. 
White' House Staff May Remain. 
The Whit« *, House staff of secre­ 
taries a 
rk s is busy these days. 
How many changes there Will be no 
one k nows yet, but with the outgoing 
of Priv ate Secretary Charles D. Hlllea 
and the Incoming of Priv ate Secretary 
Josep h P. Tumulty, the under secre­ 
taries and the clerk s naturally fear 
that an earthquak e may follow.

The assistant secretaryship s are 
much sought for, esp ecially in the 
treasury dep artm ent, for they are con­ 
sidered step p ing stones to fln^ busi­ 
ness p ositions in p riv ate life after a 
change of adm inistration has retired 
an incumbent from office. 
Charles D. 
Norton, who was an assistant secre­ 
tary of the treasury and later Mr. 
Taft’s p riv ate secretary, now has a 
high salaried p osition in New York 
city, and the same general p rosp er­ 
ity in business life has met nearly 
all 
the former assistant secretaries of the 
treasury. 
The training which they 
get in the dep artment, directing as 
they do customs 
m atters, 
rev enue 
m atters and p ublic building m atters, 
is considered adm iral p rep aration for 
executiv e p osition in big business con­ 
cerns. 
The men who get the p ositions of 
assistant secretaries in the treasury 
dep artm ent will be considered 
ex-i 
tremely luck y, but only less luck y 
will be those who enter on similar 
p ositions in the dep artm ent of com­ 
merce and labor and of the interior, 
and

where assistant secretaries are k nown 
as assistant p ostmasters-generaL 
The attorney-general has to enter 
suits against great corp orations which 
v iolate the interstate commerce law, 
ahd of course he has other suits of v a­ 
rious natures.

The Methodist parsonage property 
would be an ideal location. 
As the 
city is growing north, the future cen­ 
ter of population should be consid­ 
ered. The only present av ailable site 
is the old Pastor Roeder Lutheran 
parsonage property, opposite Beyer & 
Boeger’s real estate office, now owned 
by Mr. J. C. Moehling of Mt. Prospect.

Twenty secessio nists, well armed, and 
six brass Dahlgreen guns, with car­ 
riages suitable fo r use o n shipbo ard, 
were fo und. Co rrespo ndence fo und o n 
the perso ns o f the priso ners identified 
them as in the interests o f the Co nfed­ 
erates. 
Eight hundred paro led Unio n so l­ 
diers, en ro ute to Chicago , were de­ 
tained In Richmo nd, Ind., and amused 
themselves by demo lishing the o ffice 
o f the Jefferso n newspaper. 
The British steam er Brlttania, fro m 
Glasgo w, with a valuable cargo o n 
bo ard, successfully jran the blo ckade 
and entered Wilmingto n, N. C. 
Ano ther attem pt was made by the 
Natio nal fo rces under General Grant, 
assisted by the gunbo ats and fleet, 
to reach a fo o tho ld o n the Vicksburg 
sho re thro ugh Steele’s Bayo u and 
Haines Bluff. 
The attem pt was no t 
o nly a failure, but narro wly escaped 
being a disaster. 
The Federal fleet, 
entrapped In the Bayo u, had great 
difficulty in getting clear again.

o f the museum happened to visit a 
small restaurant in the suburb

Saint Denis, in which the saq^ ro o m 
served fo r dining ro o m and kiichen. 
While waiting to be served, the cu­ 
rato r’s eye was caught by a frying- 
pan o f mo st unusual appearance that 
hung upo n the wall. He to o k It do wn, 
carefully remo ved so me o f the so o t 
with which It was co vered, and made 
o ut part o f an inscriptio n. 
W hat he 
fo und interested him so much that he 
bo ught the o ld pan. 
W’hen it was pro perly cleaned, it 
was fo und to bear the arm s o f France 
and Navarre, surro unded by the chain 
o f St. Lo uis and the co rd o f the Order 
o f Saint Esprit, and this inscriptio n 
as well: 
“Here lies the magnificent prince, 
King Lo uis XIV., king o f France and 
Navarre. Requiescat in pace.’’ 
It wa? the plate that had been fast­ 
ened to the co ffin o f Lo uis XIV. When 
the burial vaults o f the ro yal family 
in the po pulace in 1793, it had been 
wrenched fro m the co ffin, fitted with a 
handle, and turned into a frying-pan. 
The relic may no w be seen in the 
Cluny museum. The handle has been 
remo ved, but three ho les sho w where 
It was aiiAched.

The expeditio nary fo rce o f Gen, Go r­ 
do n Granger, which mo ved against the 
Co nfederate army under Van Do rn, 
returned to Franklin, Tenn., having 
driven the enemy beyo nd the Duck 
river. 
The infantry went no farther 
than Rutherfo rd creek, but the cavalry, 
under Co lo nel Minty, made a tho ro ugh 
reco nno issance o f the co untry beyo nd 
the creek, as far as Duck river. 
The seco nd day’s march bro ught the 
expeditio n to Rutherfo rd creek, where 
fo r a tim e the Co nfederates pro mised 
figh . 
Their 
po sitio ns 
were 
well 
cho sen, their artillery co mmanding 
the pikes and several cro ssings. 
A 
blinding rain, ho wever, prevented Gen­ 
eral Granger attem pting the passage 
o f the stream , which was flo o dhigh 
and fo aming. 
The tro o ps bivo uaced fo r the night, 
expecting to drive the enemy o n the 
succeeding day. 
The, day came in 
clear and beautiful, giving the artil­ 
lerists a fine o ppo rtunity fo r practice, 
which they impro ved excellently by 
numero us sho ts. 
Preparatio ns were 
made fo r an advance, and the infantry 
skirm ishers thro wn o ut. 
The cavalry, 
under Co lo nel Minty, suppo rted by the 
Thirty-eighth Illino is infantry, made a 
cro ssing two miles up the creek in the 
face o f the enemy, who fell back fro m 
the Natio nal appro aches. 
So o n wo rd 
came that the Co nfederates were in 
rapid retreat, and finally at night the 
cavalry returned, anno uncing that all 
the enemy had fled beyo nd Duck river. 


Ma rch 13, 1863. 


Fo rt Greenwo o d, o n the Tallahatchie 
river, Mississippi, succeeded in dis­ 
co uraging an attack th at had lasted 
fo r three days. 
The gunbo ats Chllli- 
co the and DeKalb, to gether w’lth a 
battery o f heavy P arro tt guns, kept 
up a fire fo r seventy-two ho urs o n the 
fo rt, which replied to the last minute, 
altho ugh with a diminishing fire. 
The 
Unio n attack finally withdrew, in des­ 
pair o f reducing the fo rt. 
The scho o ner Aldebaran was cap­ 
tured by the Co nfederate privateer 
Flo rida. 
A slight skirm ish to o k place at Ber­ 
wick City La., ending in the dispersal 
o f a party o f Co nfederates, who had 
attacked a Natio nal war party fro m 
Brashear City. 
The signal statio n at Spanish W ells, 
S. C., was surprised and captured 
early in the mo rning by a party o f 
Co nfederates, who to o k the lieutenant 
in co mmand and eight men priso ners. 


Ma rch 14, 186S. 


was co nsidered as a po ssible device.
